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HEBRON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT— 1983 

During  1983  the  Hebron  Fire  Department  responded  to  43 
calls.  This  is  just  slightly  over  our  average  of  40.  The  most 
serious  fire  took  place  on  May  19th  when  the  Trudy  May 
residence  burned  on  Spectacle  Pond.  When  we  arrived  on  the  scene 
the  building  was  totally  involved.  The  cause  was  an  overheated 
chimney.  The  fire  that  will  be  remembered  for  a  long  time 
happened  on  September  6th  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning 
at  the  Plymouth  Congregational  Church.  The  Hebron  Fire  Department 
was  one  of  the  many  departments  called  in  to  assist  Plymouth 
with  this  most  tragic  fire. 

Seven  of  the  43  calls  this  past  year  were  for  medical 
emergencies.  Responding  to  these  calls  was  the  Hebron  Fire 
Department  F.A.S.T.  Squad  (First  Aid  Stabilization  Team).  During 
1983  the  Squad  added  new  members  and  is  presently  sponsoring 
their  training  in  the  necessary  knowledge  and  skills.  The  Squad 
is  part  of  the  Fire  Department  and  is  called  by  using  the 
regular  Fire  Department  Emergency  Number  744-2277.  Two  special 
fundraisers  were  conducted  during  the  year  to  buy  equipment 
for  the  Squad  and  $154.60  was  taken  in.  So  far  the  Squad 
has  not  used  any  money  from  the  regular  department  budget 
but  has  been  financed  through  contributions. 

As  voted  at  the  1982  Town  Meeting  the  Department 
retrofitted  its  four  self  contained  breathing  units  to  bring  them 
up  to  current  standards.  Funds  for  this  were  supplied  through 
a  special  warrant  article. 

Because  of  budget  constrains  the  only  new  equipment 
purchased  in  1983  was  a  new  nozzle  costing  $359.  The  rest  of 
the  budget  went  to  salaries,  Red  Phones,  maintenance  of 
vehicles,  radios,  equipment,  and  fuel.  Two  more  mobile  radios 
were  added  to  the  communication  system.  These  were  placed  in 
private  vehicles  and  were  paid  for  by  the  firefighters  themselves. 
This  represents  a  serious  commitment  to  the  department  because 
the  cost  per  radio  was  about  $375. 

As  we  look  toward  1984,  we  are  again  somewhat  limited 
in  what  new  equipment  we  can  purchase.  We  have  applied  for 
federal  matching  funds  to  purchase  a  new  hand  held  portable 
radio.  The  cost  is  about  $650.  If  we  are  able  to  get  the  grant 
(which  I  doubt)  we  will  go  ahead  with  the  purchase.  Also, 
this  year  we  hope  to  purchase  gloves  for  the  firefighters  that 
meet  the  federal  specification  for  firefighting.  We  would  also  like 
to  begin  to  put  some  adequate  nozzles  on  Engine  1 . 

Finally,  there  are  new  state  regulations  coming  out  concerning 
smoke  detectors.  At  present  smoke  detectors  are  mandatory  in  all 
new  or  renovated  dwellings.  Under  the  new  law,  all  rental 
property  must  be  equipped  with  smoke  detectors.  But  this  is  just

the  beginning.  The  state  of  New  Hampshire  which  hitherto 
has  had  very  little  in  the  way  of  fire  codes  is  making  some 
dramatic  moves.  There  are  a  variety  of  building  codes  coming 
and  it  appears  that  the  responsibility  for  enforcement  will  fall 
on  the  fire  departments.
